WASHINGTON, July 24.—|By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] There was a full meeting of 
the Senate Finance Committee this morn- 
ing, and an hour was devoted to an informal 
discussion of the line of action in regard to 
the tariff.

WASHINGTON, July 24.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.} The Attorney-General has

of compelling witnesses to appear and testify 
in United States courts in the Terri- 
tories at the present insufficient rate 
of compensation, $1.50 per day and 5 
cents per mile.

“Awhile afterward I was nominated for 
Congress, but | was told that I must shut 
up about whisky, and set ’em up for the 
boys; but this I refused te do, and never 
during my political career have I tasted 
strong liquor or compromised myself on 
this question. 1 have been for 35 yearsa 
Prohibitionist. The basis of this question 
is its philanthropy. 

“I would not give a cent for any religion, 
ne ge or society that did not have for its 

asis the elevation of mankind. Let us 
take a broad view of this subject. I love 
the temperance work because it is elevating, 
Some think aman does not need prepara- 
tion to speak on temperance. But such is 
not the case. We have to meet the rum- 
sellers whose ‘machinations in support 
of their side are incalculable. How much 
praying is done today, while the rum- 
seller and politician are framing a ticket 
for the praying man to vote for. | 

“A man who refuses to have anything to 
do with what he calls the filthy pooi of 
politics is nota man. He should do all he 
can to cleanse this pool. He should see 
that none but honest, God-fearing men 
should go to Congress to make our laws, 
When we consider our vast responsibilities, 
that the foundation of our nation is the 
the virtue and goodness of its people, we 
are derelict in our duty if we do not take an 
interest in these matters. In order that man 
should w up to his highest attainments, 
the tendency of our legisiation should be 
towards the banishment of crime and evil 
in ourland When we see the skepticism 
of Germany and the Anarchism of other 
nations, we should see that the laws are 
made that will puta stop tothe great evils 
which pertain to our own land. 

“If we do not see that we are founded on 
the Solid Rock, our name shall go down in 
future ages to posterity in disgrace. If the 
saloon was driven out of every State of the 
Union I would have more hope for our 
country, but we can ail do our duty in this 
respect, and let us do it like men. Let us 
then stand up for our Christian religion 
and we will love our fellow-men.” 

. L. F. Copeland then in a neat 
Speech referred to the efforts of ex-Goyvy. 
umback in the cause of temperance, and 
at the suggestion of the Colonel, three 


hearty cheers anda tiger were given for 
Col. Cumback. 


Afternoon Session. 

The lecturer of the afternoon was Col. 
John Sobieski, who spoke on ‘Obstacles 
in the Way of the Progress of Our RKeferm.”’ 

Col. Sobieski began by saying that at the 


beginning of this century strong drink was | 4 


considered as man’s best friend, but by dis- 
cussion, investigation and thought it had 
been reversed, uatil now strong drink is al- 
must everywhere in this country regarded 
as man’s worst foe. But, he said, notwith- 
standing this, there are yet lingering some 
of the old ideas and prejudices of the past 
that impede the progress of our cause. He 
said one of these was the idea that strong 
drink was beneficial asa medicine. This 
he denied, and quoted Dr. Davis, Chancel- 
lor of the Chicago Medical College and 
President of the international Medical As- 
sociation, who said that in all his profes- 
sional practice during the last forty years 
he had never used alcohol in any of his 
prescriptions. He quoted other medical 
authorities to the same effect, and said that 
the belief that strong drink was a benefit to 
man in any way must be driven from the 
thoughts and hearts of our people. He de- 
clared another obstacle to be that strong 
drink was beneficial in the case of exposure. 
This he denied, and cited Gen. Have- 
lock of the British army and his ex- 
perience in the Indies to show that stron 
drink was never beneficial in exposure, Du 
always a curse; and he said, as for himself, 
he served 10 years in the United States 
Army, 20 months in the army of the Repab- 
lic ot Mexico, served in the Rocky Moun- 
tains and their snows, upon the blazing 
sands of Florida, In the sickly swamps of 
Virginia and Mexico, and never drank or 
tasted strong drink during that period and 
never saw a sick day. 

He next spoke of the idea that a love for 
strong drink was hereditary and combatted 
it, declaring his belief to be that chiidren 
became addicted to strong drink through 
medicine administered to tuem, of which 
alcohol and narcotics are largely composed. 

Another idea was that strong drink is es- 
sential to social enjoyment. This he also 
denied, and declared that real enjoymen 
sociability, pleasure and happiness coul 
only be secured through total abstinence 
frem all intoxicating liquors and - narcotics. 
He said another obstacie was that the use of 
strong drink as a beverage was commended 
by the bible and hence justifiable. He de- 
nied that the Bible anywhere taught that 
strong drink was permissible and gave 
numerous citations of the Scripture to prove 
his idea, completely refuting all of those 
who claim that the Bible justified the use of 
strong drink as a beverage. 

He declared another obstacle to be the 
way we exercise our political franchise. 
He said it was too much the case that men 
would talk for temperarce, pray for tem- 
perance, sing for temperance, and yet go to 
the ballot-box and neutralize ail their good 
work and precepts on election day by voting 
for men for exaited positions in the State 
and Nation who gave ail of their influence 
to the liquor traffic. He said temperance 
men must be consistent, must be true, must 
be uncompromising, to secure the triumph 
of the cause. 

He closed his address by referring to the 
great prohibition question. He said that 
one objection made to prohibition was that 
a large proportion of our people were na- 
tives of other countries and it would be 
wrong to deprive them of the beverage in 
this country. He declared that this was 
unreasonable and unjust. He said every- 
body coming to this country should come 
here determined to be Americans, not to 
seek to force old ideas and customs of the 
Old World upon the og here, but to 
cheerfully abide by the laws, to become 
fully imbued with the spirit of American- 
ism, tw intelligently and loyally stand by 
our Government, its people and its highest 
interests. He declared, in concluding his 
speech, that the prospect of success was 
most glorious, that the black clouds were 

assing away, that the sky was becoming 

righter the indications pointed that 
the close of this century would see our 
country redeemed and disenthralled from 
the liquor traffic. 

During the proceedings this afternoon 
Mrs. Morgan sang ‘Song for Prohibition,” 
“Get Off the Track,” and as an encore, 
“Where ls My Wandering Boy Tonight?”

r. Copeland this morning; that he had 
excelled the best efforts of Patrick Henry. 
[Here the Colonel caught Mr, Copeland’s 
eye in the midst of the vast audience, which 
completely knocked his intended remarks 
in the head. | 

Prot. James said on one question, at least, 
he hoped he was solid—on the temperance 
question, “I have looked,” he said, ‘upon 
wine, but I know not ‘the taste. My father 
and mother were Prohibitionists. never 
looked upon this crime as other than gigan- 
tic. A few years ago I had a dream. Teas 
in midday under the shadow of the trees. I 
thought I was in Didona in Epirus, Greece. 
There was there a mysterious oracle. 1 
Stepped into the temple where it was, 
There was the priestess. . The oracle was a 
cauldron, and on the wall was a whip, or 
astragalus, with 11 lashes, and on the lashes 
were four brass buttons. The priestess 
used to strike the cauldron with the whips 
and translate the .sounds or omens for the 
worshipers.

1 asked the cause, 
and the reply was: ‘Alas! it was drink 
that sent us here,’ [I struck again and 
I heard the curses of a against hu- 
manity. lsawa eae knew I wasin 
a prison, where were murderers and felons of 
all grades,and Lask the cause, and the reply 
was, ‘Strong drink sent us here.’ 

“yf struck again, and the tones went out 
through the air. No one could describe 
what I heard. The cauldron opened out, 
and I saw what Dante never saw. I saw 
fiends walking to and fro; men and women 
cursing and raving, and here I saw a Byron, 
a Poe, a Sir Richard Steele, a Charles 
Lamb, Robbie Burns, Tom Moore, Tom 
Miller, ‘Can it be,’ I said, ‘that you are 
here in the regions of the damned!’ Yes, 
they a this is the end of the drunkard’s 
life. ‘What, Il asked, isit that is thus al- 
lowed to drag down our people?’ I was told 
to come and see. 1 did, and saw the yawn- 
ing mouth of- hell, and above it a precipice, 
and from the precipice men, women and 
children were falling down. Here were 
ledges part way down, and some fell on the 
ledges, and were time and again dragged 
out, but they fell in again and again. 1 
asked what power is there that this should 
be allowed, and was told it was the gin- 
mill, the grocery-selling liquor store 
the Christian drinking liquor. I asked 
if there were no railings to _ prevent 
people from falling into this pit. The realy 
was, there were barriers—the W.C.T.U, 
Band of Hope, the moral suasion and other 
fences; but they were no good. I was told 
that nothing would save the terrible loss but 
dynamite put underneath the great cause 
and blow the whole fabric to destruction 
and eblivion.’’

I can tell when 
you are mad, because you blush, 1 don’t 
when I get mad. I heard Col. Sobieski 
this afternoon abuse the-men wonderfully. 
1 shall take the other side. [| am going to 
level my gun at the first cause, fortification. 
There is a first cause to pred bey A 
doctor in case of sickness always tries 
find out this and then writes his prescr 
tion. The American people are the first 
cause. No sooner do you array —— 
against the liquor traffic than the devil 
wakes up. 

“No matter what you.adopt, high license 
or otherwise, there is an objection to it. 
The reason I oppose itis that the traffic is 
arrayed an home, church, school, 
national Constitution, labor and the Sab- 
bath. “hese are the royal tnstitations on 
which our greatness is founded. Every 
= of these ts violated by the sale of strong 

nk. 

“Years ago you had a great war to main- 
tain one point of your Constitution which 
was in jevpardy. ‘This was slavery. There 
is a kind of analogy by which you can com- 

mare the sale of whisky to African slavery. 

“hey are both alike because they affect the 
Nation just the same. Those who drink 
and are slaves to alcohol are like the slaves 
to cotion. The slave of drink gets up early 
in the morn for his horn. The slave of 
cotton gets up early in the morn at the 
sound of the horn to go to work. The pay 
is the same, woe, woe, woe! They are 
both alike because they are marked and 
branded. 

‘‘Men that drink are marked and branded 
by eyes, nose, clothes, ete. Slaves are 
branded. They are both separated from 
their families. Another parallel is, the 
slavery of strong drink is 10 times worse 
than cotton slavery. Drink reaches all 
races of men, but it gives no institutions 
for its victims. Slaves have doctors and 
sick institutions for their benefit. 

“Is there an institution built by the Gov- 
ernment for inebriates or drunkards? 

“It robs fathers and mothers of their nat- 
ural affection for their young. Slavery does 
not do this. 1t causes the loss of the human 
soul. Slavery, with her cruel lash, could 
not shut us out of the kingdom of Heaven. 
After all the storms of earth have cleared 
away, you will see slaves over on the other 
shere. No drunkard or slave to his appe- 
tite can walk on the golden streets.” 

‘The peroration of the speaker was a most 
eloquent and touching allusion to the bitter- 
ness of the slave of strong drink. 


Valedictory Tuesday. | 

The morning prayer meeting was con- 
ducted by Dr. P. F. Bresee, From 9 to 10, 
Prof. Najeeb J. Arbeely addressed the chil- 
dren cf Long Beach on the customs of the 
East, and illustrated his remarks in a way 
most interesting to them. The Professor 
delighted the hearts of the little ones with 
relics and trinkets of foreign lands, which 
he showed them. The rare treat afforded 
the children was one which will long be re- 
membered.

A SAD CASE. 


A MOTHER AND AER BABE 
TURNED OUT OF DOORS, 


Seek Shelter in an Upper Main 
Street Lodging-house and the 
Woman Locks Herself Up to Die 
of Starvation—Proud and Friend- 
less. 


The poor of Los Angeles are not more 
numerous than in many other cities of its 
size, but they seem to scare up more suffer- 
ing to the square yard here than in any city 
in the Union er any other country. Hardly 
a day passes that some case which stirs the 
sympathy of all kind-hearted people is not 
reported. The poor are not poorer than in 
other places, but they need help, and the 
good people of Los Angeles who are able to 
help them do not hesitate to givé them as- 
sistance whenever cases are called to their. 
attention through the columns of the news- 

pers or by the police. -There are several 
benevolent societies in this city, and they 
are all managed by people who have their 
work at heart—people who give up a great 
deal that they may the means 
of saving a few poor creatures from 
starvation. But that little trait of human 
nature known as pride heads these kind- 
hearted people off in many cases, and it is 
of acase of this nature that the writer 
would speak. 

Some days the relative of a promi- 
nent city official was discovered by a po- 
lice officer in a lodging-house on Upper 
Main street. She is the mother of a very 
young baby, and both mother and child are 
sick, and were in a starving conditien until 
their sad plight was ed to the atten- 
tion of the woman who runs the lodging- 
house, The poor creatures are now living 
on the charity of this kind-hearted woman, 
who has fed the mother and purchased milk 
for the puny little child, while the father 
and husband is swelling about the streets, 
spending money for whisky and talking big 
in political meetings. 

Times reporter looked up the police 

officer who has interested bimself in the 

r woman’s case, and induced him to 
make the following statement: 

“Asthere are a t many frauds who 
call on us for help, I did not pay much at- 
tention to this case for several days after I | 
was informed that a poor woman and her 
babe were dying in a house on Upper Main 
street. When I did call atthe house 1 was 
soon convinced that one of the saddest 
cases that was ever brought to my notice 
was before me. I1 learned that the unfor- 
tunate woman, who is the sister-in-law of a 
prominent city official, came to the house 
some four weeks ago. She had money 
enough to pay one week’s rent, but how she 
and her infant lived until their starving 
condition was brought to the notice of 
the landlady I don’t know, for she did not 
have enough money after she had paid her 
rent to keep two good, healthy people alive 
24 hours, and yet she and that child lived 
about 10 days before the landlady noticed 
them. The poor mother had allowed her 
babe to live on her, and both were in an 
almost dying condition. Medical aid was 
called in an os possible was done 
to bring them back to life, and after a hard 
try they have been restored, to a certain ex- 
tent, but it is doubtful whether the child 
will live, and from the story as told by the 
mother, it seems--that death would have 
been more welcome than lifetoher. Why 
her husband has deserted her she does not 
know, or if shedoes know she will not tell. 
He drove her and his offspring from their 
home on the we A she applied to her kind- 
hearted landla Brmagh room, and she has 
not heard from him since. She had but a 
few dollars then, and as she had no friends 
or relatives in the city to whom she could go 
for assistance, she locked herself up in 
her room and made up her mind 
to die. When asked why she did not seek 
employment, she steted that she was too 
sick to leave the house, and*her statement 
in regard to this is borne out by the land- 
lady. She was also asked why she did not 
apply te one of the benevolent societies, 
but she said that she could not degrade 
herself by asking for charity. She comes 
from a good family, and is an educated wo- 
mau } should judge, hut, like many others 
ot her class, she is so proud that she would 
rather die than make her wants known or 
ask for charity. I have met with man 
cases of a similar nature, but I think 
never discovered one that is so deserving of 
sympathy. I believe that she would not 
have accepted charity when she did, had 
she not been so low that she did not know 
what was going on about her. The land- 
lady is taking careof her at the present 
time, but she is a r woman her- 
self and cannot afford it, but the sufferer 
will not consent to having her case made 
known and IL don’t know what the outcome 
will be. These proud, high-strung people 
would rather starve to death than let the 
world know their reali condition. No, | 
won’t make her case public just yet, but if 
her husband or brother-in-law do not come 
to her assistance pretty soon I will expose 
the whole matter. They are able to aupeens 
her or send her back to ber family, where- 
ever they ure, and if they do not do so I 
think both of them should be ex and 
the husband prosecuted. The brother-in- 
law is out of the city at present, and [I am 
only waiting for his return.”

England and the Solid South for Cleveland. 


We printed recently a number of ex- 
tracts from English journals, showing 
how entirely satisfactory Cleveland’s 
course on the ta question is to the 
capitalists of tht country.

The London 
Times evidently appreciates the value 
of this subterfuge, as may be seen 
from the following comments which it 
makes thereon: 


“Tt is certain that the arguments which 

esident Cleveland urges are those which 
Cobden used to employ forty-five years ago 
and which any English Free Trader would 
employ now. Such propositions as that 
taxation ought to be strictly limited by the 
needs of the country; that it is unjust to 
tax the whole community for the benefit of 
special classes; that import ‘duties stifle 
production and limit the area of a country’s 
markets, are purely free-trade arguments. 
As such we are very glad to see President 
Cleveland using them, though we are 
sorry for the popular infatuation which 
makes it dangerous to give them their 
right name,”’ 


The London Daily News, comment- 
ing on Cleveland’s letter, says it shows 
that he is the free-trade candidate in 
everything but name. These English 
journals are not very discreet in com- 
ing out so openly in favor of Mr. Cleve- 
land and his views. They would have 
done better to have observed the cau- 
tion given them by one of their num- 


were placing in the h 
protectionists. 

It is not alone England whose fond 
aspirations would be realized by the 
election of Cleveland, It is a fact, not 
generally known or remembered, that 
one of the reasons of the Secessionists 
for their actien was their desire for the 
establishment of Free Trade. The 
following is one of the clauses of the 
Confederate Constitution: 


The Congress shail have power— 

To lay and collect taxes, duties, imposts 
and excises for revenue necessary to pay 
the debts, provide for the common defense, 
and carry onthe government of the Con- 
federate States; but no bounties shall be 
granted from the Treasury: nor shall any 
duties or taxes on importations from for- 
eign relutions be laid to promote or foster 
any branch of industry; and all duties, 
imposts and excises shali be uniform 
throughout the Confederate States. 


By Cleveland’s retention in power he 
would thus be able to accomplish, in a 
peaceful manner, what the war failed 
to accomplish by violence. 

Let Cleveland carry England and the 
Solid South, but let that be all that he 
does carry. The national vote this 
year should settle the question of Free 
Trade so decisively that there will be 
no excuse for its revival within a gen- 
eration. It is not a question of Demo- 
crats or Republicans, but of Free 
Trade or Protection. The country at 
large, and more especially the manu- 
facturing and mercantile interests, will 
welcome a permanent settlement of 
this vexed question, which looms up 
every few years like a threatening 
cloud, disturbing the business world, 
discouraging the investment of capital, 
and retarding the growth of the coun- 
try. . If a majority of the citizens of 
the United States desire Free Trade, 
let them say so plainly at the polls, but 
let us no longer dodge the issue, or call 
things by wrong names. 


Political Apathy. 


When spoken to about the necessity 
of taking part in local politics, espec- 
ially in the preliminary meetings, 
where most of the work is done, re- 
spectable citizens are apt to plead lack 
of time and to add sometimes that it 
is too dirty a business for them to take 
part in. This is a curious ground for 
men to take in regard to a matter 
which so nearly concerns them. If 
they wo custom themselves to 
look at ghch work from a purely mer- 
can standpoint, they would cer- 
tainly learn to consider it worth their 
while to sacrifice a few house a week 
for the purpose of securing a clean and 
economical local government. — It 
would be just as reasonable for a heavy 
tax-payer to say he had no time to 
stop a burglar who was preparihg to 
break into his safe as for him to 


clain that he: cannot afford 
to give his atténtion to local 
politics. Boss rule, withits attendant 


corruption in politics, means heavy 
taxes and general retrogression, caused 
by the diversion of money which should 
have gone into public improvements 
from its legitimate channel. It means 
the election of men to office who take 


no pride in the progress or prosperity 


fill their own pockets while they have a 
chance. It means a direct money loss 
every year, and every month, and every 
day, to each tax-payer and business 
man and property-owner. 

Let our responsible voters once fully 
realize the full import of local politics, 
and they will no longer leave its con- 
trol in the hands of unscrupulous p1o- 
fessional workers, but will assume the 
position which of right belongs to them 
in the community, and relegate the 
bosses and bummers to the rear. Then, 
and not till then, shall we have purity 
in local politics, and, as a consequence, 
a clean, honest and economical admin- 
istration of municipal and county af- 
fairs. 


The Fourth Ward Outrage. 


There seems to be no strong effort 
under way to punish, or even to dis- 
cover the scoundrels who committed 
the outrageous theft of the ballot-box 
at the Fourth Ward primary election. 
It is scarcely possible that those whose 
duty it is to bring the guilty parties to 
justice will sit supinely by and permit 
so glaring a crime, almed at the very 
foundation stone of American liberty, 
to go unpunished. Is the word to go 
forth that ballot-boxes may be stolen 
and destroyed with impunity in this 
city. 
The result of this outrage has been 
to work a great hardship on the law- 
abiding voters of that ward, who are 
now practically disfranchised. A rem- 
edy may yet, however, be found. Itis 
now too late to call another primary, 
as should have been done by the Cen- 
tral Committee. The fairest and most 
judicious way out of the difficulty 
would appear to be for the convention 
to postpone the county nominations, 
in accordance with the wishes of a ma- 
jority of the voters, and express their 
views in favor of the committee’s call- 
iag another primary before the county 
nominations take place. This is the 
most important work before the con- 
vention. The other work in the con- 
vention would have to be completed, 
without the aid of the delegates from 
the Fourth Ward. 

We believe this will be found to be 
the most satisfactory way out of the} 
present unfortunate dilemma. 


Tomorrow’s Cenvention. 


In our judgment there are two things 
which the Republican County Conven- 
tion should and must do,if it would 
avoid the 1isk of causing a most serious 
and regretable discussion in that body. 
These are: 

(1.) To refuse to seat a delegation 
which has never been proved to have 
been elected; and 

(2.) To postpone the nominations 
until a later date. 

Both these steps are demanded by 
an overwhelming majority of the 
voters, and, as we believe and trust, 
also by a majority of the delegates.

Independent Colored Men 
Try to Organize. 


Their Conference Captured by a Band 
of Democrats, 

And the Meeting Breaks Up in a 
General Row. 


The Wisconsin Union Labor Party Declines to 
Fuse with the Democracy — Gen. Harri- 
son’s Speech on the Need of Pro- 
tection for the Ballot. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

INDIANAPOLIS, July 24.—[By the Asso 
ciated Press.| About 50 colored delegates 
from various parts of the Union arrived in 
the city today to attend the conference of 
colored men called by J. Milton Turner and 
others. A circular sent out by Turner re- 
cites the magnitude of the coming struggle 
bet ween the great political parties and sug- 
gests that it “would be wisdom on the part 
of the great body of negro-American voters 
to be an independent and unknown quan- 
tity in the present contest.” The circular 
concludes by stating that the conference is 
called “for the purpose of consulting and 
considering tipon what recommendations 
may be decided upon as best to pr omulgate 
to the colored electors of the count ry. Let 
it be distinctly understood that the pro- 
posed conference is not called in the inter- 
estof any particular party or individual, 
but purely of the negro.” 

This language of the call, which distinctly 
foreordained that the conference was to be 
of a politically independent character, was 
openly repudiated tonight by a large ma- 
jority of the delegates present, who declare 
that they are here as negro Democrats, and 
not as independents, and at a meeting of 
the preliminary organization committee to- 
night, Turner and his supporters were de- 
nounced by the straight-out Democrats, and 
outveted on all questions of organization. 

Charlies H. J. Taylor of Kansas City, ex- 
Minister to Liberia, and editor of Public 
Education, a Democratic. journal, led the 
Democratic wing at the committee meeting 
seconded by Gordon Street, an attaché 
the Boston Herald.

Grave Facts. 

Los ANGELES, July 21.—[To the Ed- 
itor of Tue Trwes.] The following 
facts, which have lately come to my 
knowledge, should possess interest for 
the people of Los Angeles of all classes 
—Republicans, Democrats, anti-saioon 
men, Prohibitionists, free-whisky 
voters, and taxpayers generally. 

In the town of Moberly. Mo., with a 
population of about 10,000, five or six 
years ago, the licenses for saloons, 
which had been $300 or $400, were 
raised to $2450 a year.

granted. They were not allowed to. have 
any seats or chairs in their saloons, or 


to permit any loafing or idling or card-. 


playing about their premises; custom-: 
ers were compelled to enter and get 
their drinks and immediately and 
quietly leave. The price of drinks was 
15 cents. As a result of all these strin- 
geut regulations, the evils of the abuse 
of liquor were minimized—not exter- 
minated absolutely, as that is impossi- 
ble; the saloons were reduced in num- 
ber about 75 per cent. and their stand- 
ing for decency and order was raised 
in about an equal proportion. As an 
incidental result, and one not alto- 


= to be despised, Moberly has 


en enabled from the proceeds of its 
high licenses to build a sewer system, 
watel-works, etc., and to reduce the 
cost of the maintenance of its police 
without detriment to public order and 


| decorum. 


Now, in order to render credit where 
it is justly due,and shame the devil 
and the Los Angeles Herald. Republi- 
cans are compelled to confess that this 
same Moberly is a Democratic city, in- 
credible as it may seem. 

Again, the neighboring town of 
Paris, Mo., which had been prohibi- 
tion town for 15 years, after seeing 
how well high license worked in the 
interest of good order and the reduc- 
tion of taxes in Moberly, adopted the 
same system, and with equally encour- 
aging results. Under a 
régime, with a population of only 1500, 
Paris had had eight drug stores, every 
one of which sold liquor as a beverage. 
Although the owners were indicted 
about twice a year by the Grand Jury, 
they paid their fines and went on sell- 
ing liquor as if nothing had happened. 
Under this state of affairs the town 
became demoralized. - Finally prohibi- 
tion, which had utterly failed to pro- 
hibit, after a prolonged trial of 15 years 
was exchanged for high license—not the 
mild high license of $600 a year that 
Los Angeles thought such a big thing, 
but a license about four times as high 
as ours, or $2450! Two saloons were 
started. Of course it was for their in- 
terest to stop the surreptitious selling 
of liquor by the eight drug-shops, 
and so they had the latter 
indicted so persistently that they broke 
up the selling of nome by the drug- 
gists, and some of latter they broke 
up altogether, compelling them to go 
out of business. 

The saloon men had a standing offer 
of $100 reward for the detection of any 
person guilty of selling liquor without 
a license. Paris also was a Democratic 
town. And Missouri, a Democratic 
State, imposes a State tax or license of 
$50 on each liquor-seller, in order that 
it can keep a record of and regulate sa- 
loons throughout the State; and it also 
authorizes the levy of a county tax of 
$500 on each liquor-dealer. 

From all of which it becomes appar- 
ent that California has yet much to 
learn from Missouri in regard to tem- 
perance legislation; and, finally, that 
there be Democratic as well as Repub- 
lican communities that indulge in the 
wicked practice of imposing ‘‘sump- 
tuary laws’’ on their fellow creatures, 


-which practice has caused Democratic 


editors to shed oceans of bitter, bitter 
crocodile tears.
